seems that Martin 
Winvick and wife, 


who resided near Anton Engel's store, 
just, over the line between 
Dane and 


Columbia counties, have not lived hap- 
pily together for many years. 
Both of 


them had been married before, and had 
grown-up children, some of whom reside 
in the neighborhood. Quarrels had been 
frequent in the family about these rela- 
tives, Winrick claiming that his wife took 
away everthing he brought to the house 
and gave it. to her children, keeping him 
poor for their support. Sunday night 
their dispute tjrminated in a" fearful 
iragedy. About 10 o'clock some of the 
neighbors saw llame'i ii.sning from Win- 
rick's house, and hurrying to the spot, 
were surprised at not seeing any one 
about. An entrance was forced intj the 
house, where aw. al scene awaited the 
crowd. The dead body of Mrs. Wiiuick 
wits found riddled with shot and lying in 
it pool of blood. Further search was re- 
warded by the ilnding of the old man's 
body on his bed, bleeding from two 
ghastly wounds. Thoy were hastily car- 
ried out of the burning building, where 
they had become somewhat scorched, 
and laid iu a place of safety to await the 
coroner's inquest. The inquest was held 
this morning, and, from the facts devel- 
oped, it is thought that in a tit of rage 
"Winroek killed his wife with n shotgun, 
and, 
after setting lire to the house that 


they might be consumed together, shot 
himself in the head with a revolver, and, 
as this did not prove fatal, laid down on 
his bed and iireil the remaining charge 
in tho shotgun into his own body.

Suicides. 


THE period of suicide is upon us with 


all its melancholy and morbid accom- 
paniments. We have no means of com- 
paring the record of self-destruction this 
year with the records of years past, but 
it seems to us to be on the. increase. 
Instances are brought to our notice with 
startling frequency. 
The number of 


those who have solved the problem "Is 
life worth living?" in the negative, and 
have cheated the census without leavino- 
any apology behind, is startling. The 
Times of Philadelphia lias made an enu- 
meration and a classification of the sui- 
cides in that city since the 5th of April 
to the :i2d of June, and publishes the 
names of twenty-four persons who have 
taken their destinies into their own 
hands and made the plunge boldly into 
the mysteries of the hereafter, it strikes 
us that that is an unusually large per- 
centage of deaths to occur in that time 
by the choice and acts of individuals. 
In this list there wore but three women, 
and usually the stronger sex seems to 
surrender more readily lo the discour- 
agements of life than the so-called de- 
pendent sex. 
They are more readily 


disheartened by obstacles, though per- 
haps they do not despair so soon when 
shame stares them in the face. Judged 
by the test of suicide statistics, there is 
more strength to the feminine will and 
more equipoise to the feminine charac- 
ter. Truly the women have as much to 
rex them. 
If their positive cares aro 


less, which we doubt, they are more 
troubled by ennui, which is the most 
distracting of all maladies. 


There is apparently hardly any age 


at which life is not likely to vex its 
possessor, and tempt him to part with 
it. 
In a single day, recently, two men 


over eighty, one in Iloboken and one in 
New York, put an end to their earthly 
existence, and it is frequently the case 
that men. grow weary waiting for the 
delayed piessenger of fate, and summon 
him by violent and unhallowed processes. 
A recent writer upon suicide, in the 
Popular Science Monthly, draws some 
very nice distinctions, between a volun- 
tary and an involuntary end ing of a per- 
son's life. 
Suicide he defines as the 


voluntary termination of one's own life, 
which is a very different thing from 
submission to, or acquiescence in, invol- 
untary death, and he holds that the 
proximity of involuntary death does 
not furnish any excuse for voluntary. 
By this distinction ho makes Nicholas 
Kidley and Hugh Larimer, who stood 
at the stake to be burned for heresy, 
suicides, because fastened lo the body 
of each was a bag of powder placed 
there by friends, to . bring their suffer- 
ings to a speedy termination. 
Arnold 


von Winkelricd committed suicide when, 
with his own body, he broke the solid 
front of Austrian spears, and made wav 
for liberty. But the writer would not 
condemn such acts of devotion, for he 
says: "It becomes clear, then, that 
suicide is sometimes not only justifiable, 
but praiseworthy; and men make that 
justification or praise dependent upon 
the motives with which life is surren- 
dered. To determine whether the vol- 
untary termination of life is reprehensi- 
ble or laudable, an answer must first be 
given to the question whether the act is 
selfish or unselfish, whether the motive 
is egoistic or altruistic. 
If the object is 


to save others from suffering, the act is 
justifiable. 
If the object is merely to 


save one's self from suffering, the act is 
unjustifiable." 
We can not always 


judge of motives, but in at least ninety- 
nine cases out of every hundred, the act 
is intended to save the one who commits 
it from suffering, and is therefore un- 
justifiable.—Boston Post..

j enormous. It was a happy thought of 
! a _ successful French pill-maker, who, 
i with the best intentions in the world, 
! could hardly satisfy his customers, to 
! have recourse to machinery. 
It must 


have flashed upon him like lightnino- 
that tho clumsiest machine might turn 
off three times as many pills in a day as 
the most dexterous fingers, and now the 
process i« so e-xact that some hundreds 
of thousands of pills are fabricated daily 
on the premises of the original inventor. 
This gentleman, Thevenot, a chemist of 
Dijon, gained a large fortune by his 
manufactory, and it is satisfactory to 
learn that his descendants are doino- as 
prosperous a trade as himself. 
The 


hardness of the times in no decree af- 
fects tho sale of pills. People will have 
their pet luxury at any cost, and so 
while they are ready to .give up their 
horses and carriages and toilets, they 
retain their pill. 
I had the opportuniiy 


of conversing with several manufactur- 
ers in different branches of trade whilst 
at Dijon, and all complained of the 
slackness iu trade. Only the fortunate 
fabricator of pills showed a cheerful 
countenance. Tar, chloroform, cam- 
phor, castor oil, oil of eucalyptus, aro 
amongst tho favorite ingredients. 
The 


process of pill-making by machikery is 
extremely rapid and neat. Thin layers, 
composed of gum, sugar and gelatine, 
:ii't; spread out in small pieces; the de- 
sired oil is then spread on the under 
layer, just as we put jam in a layer of 
paste; a second put on, the whole ad- 
hering like thin-covered pastry. 
This 


is now placed between two iron plates 
indented with little holes tho size of tho 
pill, two turns are given to it in what 
may be called a baking oven and out 
come the pills, each separating itself 
from its envelope, smooth, compact and 
hard as shot. In fact, they are like 
mince-pies in miniature. Any essence in- 
dissoluble in water can be manufactured 
into pills, and, of course, the economy 
upon hand labor is very groat. 
Tho 


celebrated Dijon mustard is even more 
worthy of note as a manufacture. 
Its 


peculiar quality is a certain piquancy 
not found in any other mustard, of 
which there are deservedly celebrated 
manufacturers in several other places. 
The Dijon mustard is always sown on 
cleared charcoal beds in tiie neighbor- 
ing forests, spaces diflicult to utiTizc in 
any other way, as the young plants of 
green peas, potatoes, French beans and 
lite like would inevitably be devoured 
by tho rabbits, wild boars and other 
animals, who will on no account touch 
the mustard plant. 
Tito soil gives ona 


peculiar flavor to the mustard; another 
is differently to be accounted for. 
Tho 


mustard when in powder is mixed with 
the juice of a new wine, lending that 
pleasant aciditv with which we are fa- 
miliar. 
But in order to obtain pre- 


cisely the same degree of acidity, it is 
necessary that the grape be always in 
precisely the same state of unripeness, 
a degree more or less making all the 
difference. 
Amateurs of this celebrated 


condiment, of which the consumption is 
enormous in France and elsewhere, will 
like to have those few particulars con- 
cerning it. 
^\'e next come to the no 


loss famous Dijon gingerbread, or pain 
d'epice, of which most travelers carry a 
sample home for their little friends. 
The nonnuttca, as these cakes are gen- 
erally called, figure constantly on French 
dinner-tables with tho dessert, but few 
people, perhaps, suspect their origin. 
The pain d'epice is made of honey, rye 
tloui- and spice, no treacle entering into 
its composition, as in our own ginger- 
bread. Hut honey possesses, as we" all 
know, besides its agreeable sweetness, 
a medicinal quality, rendering the pain 
d'epice as useful as it is ornamental on 
the family table. 
Its inventors were, 


oddly enough, neither bakers nor cooks, 
but the former grand seigneurs of Bur- 
gundy. 
Thrse'seigneurs set the exam- 


ple of curing disorders uf I'ri'qiicnl oc- 
currence by mnaMM of palatable cukes; 
the bourgeoisie ami, in their turn, the 
peasants followed tliuir example. Huge 
bakeries of the pain d'epice were set up 
at Dijon. 
The bakers made largo for- 


tunes, and to this day it is as nourishing 
a tru.de as any in Dijon, seven large 
manufactories now existing there.— 
Frazer's Mniima.ni>.. 


A oouuKsi'uxuicxT of the New York 


Tribune says: 
"I have seen it asserted 


by some writers on poultry that if two 
breeds of nnn-xiUiny /wna were crossed 
together, it would neutralize their non- 
sitting propensity, and make the produce 
of such great sitters. 
I tried the ex- 


periment three years ago, of breeding 
White llamburgs and White Leghorns 
together, and the chickens of these have 
proved among the best and steadiest of 
layers, and in fact wanting to sit less 
than either of these breeds when bred 
rrriru by themselves, for after the hens 
get to be two years old, there is a greater 
or less disposition manifested by them to 
-sit. 
But when so inclined, tliny 
are 


Hindi mure easily broken off the notion 
than regular sitting breeds. A confine- 
ment in a place by themselves for two 
or three (lays, gencniliy puts the notion 
out of their heads, and then they will 
begin laying again."

pound of sugar to cacli pound of fruit.

Be- 
woeu the bridge and dam, along the 
3ist bank, there are twenty-one of these, 
md many are so located that there is no 
Irainage or vaults, and the river does not 
•each up to them save perhaps for a short 
ime iu the spring and fall.

esscr nuisances, though they might be 
done away with altogether, without les- 
sening the attractiveness of the bank, es-
